Fixing Up the Siate in New York for the Nomination— 
Believed to b> Certain of the Empire State and 
a Solid South—Some Sharp Maneuver- 
ing—Iateresting Political Notes,

that some kind friend has sent President Ar- 
thur a marked copy of an astrological alma- 
nac, published in London by a retirec army 
officer named Morris, under the name of 
Zodkiel. The marked part is the prediction 
that the president of the United States will 
be in danger the latter part of the month of 
July, and should take precautions according- 
_ly. ‘The first occurrence to bring this- to his 
mind so as tolead him to remark upon it, 
took place, however, on _ his _ arrival 
in Washington from New York 
Saturday night. A thunder — storm 
was raging, rain fallingin torrents, and the 
dense darkness only relieved by the light- 
ning flashes. The Baltimore and Potomac 
depot as the train steamed in was bright with 
the electriclights and familiar faces greeted 
the gaze of the chief magistrate as he looked 
out from the car window, Lut before he could 
reach the door all was in darkness outside. 
There was a rushing to and fro and 
whispering on the platform, finally develop- 
ing into confused shouting from different di- 
rections for lights. In the meantime the 
presidential party retreated into their car 
again. Presently torches were procured and 
the party, surrounded with railroad offi- 
cials and headed by Officer Pat Kearney, 
marched by .torchlight through the building, 
passing within the fatal ladies’ waiting room, 
en route to the carriages. It was noticed 
that- the president appeared unnerved and 
pale, but the latter was probably owing to 
the weired light of the flambeaux after the 
cool, steady, white blaze of.the electric lights. 
The cause of the sudden extinguishing of 
the lights was due to the flash of lightning, 
which struck the United States electric light 
company’s central station. But few persons 
knéw of the simultaneousness of the two 
events, but those who were present at onee 
recalled the part of the John Wilkes Booth 
plot, which wasnot carried out, the cutting 
off of the gas supply. 
‘ HE LOOKS FOR RENOMINATION. 

The following gossip from a gentleman-who 
has justreturned from Albany, is interesting: 
It istaken by the republicans at the state 
capital as a settled fact that President Arthur 
is looking for the renomination by the 
national republican conventien of next year. 
They have generally come to this conclusiou 
by circumstantial developments more than 
by any public utterances or direct statement 
from the president himself. The republicans 
have noticed that every time that the presi- 
dent arrives in New York the 
old stalwart leaders manage to turn up 
in thecity, and developments follow that 
look like movements for the nomination next 
year. On each occasion a special hint is 
passed along the line without any one being 
specially responsible therefor, which adds to 
the conviction that the cards are being work- 
ed. by the president and his friends for his 
nomination next year. In the early part of 
the summer the story went around, and was 
published far and wide, that President Ar- 
thur had no thoughts of being his own suc- 
cessor, or looking for the nomination in 1884. 
Soon after that he made a visit to New York 
city, remaining a considerable portion of the 
time at the residence of his personal friend, 
C. E. Miller. Immediately after his return 
to Washingion the stalwart politicians com- 
menced to tell their friends confidentially 
that they began to think that the cards were 
playing for tbe nomination of President Ar- 
thur next year, and that the power of the ad- 
ministration would now be used in that di- 
rec!) 

Tue uext stage of the development was the 
ui (ue stalwarts that two weeks ago 
tiacy Lad no idea that President Arthur was 
a candidate for the nomination, or that he 
had any idea of it, but they were now satisfied 
that he was, and making such strides with the 
solid delegation that would be secured by the 
oftice-holders from the south that his nomina- 
tion could not be prevented. These different 
stages of the affair developed in regular suc- 
cession after President Arthur’s former trip 
to New York. The first came along so soon 
after his appearance there as to give the im- 
pression that its starting was the principal 
part of the president's mission to New York 
atthattime. The others all came along as 
if arranged by Psome skillful hand, and 
timed so as to produce the proper effect. 
Before the president arrived in New York 
last week it had become the accepted fact 
that he was looking for the nomination, and 
the fact that he was working his cards met 
with so little objection that his visit last week 
was expected to bring forward additional de- 
velopments. Those who entertained these 
expectations are not disappointed.  Presi- 
dent Arthur was apparently very quiet while 
in New York. The politicians generally do 
not believe that he was as quiet on political 
matters as it appeared on the _ surface. 
Before he had taken his departure for 
Washington the stalwart politicians some- 
how got the cue to quietly urge that it would 
be a good plan and save time and expense to 
have the state convention when it meets this 
fall select the four delegates from this state 
to the national convention to represent che 
state at large. The time which they com- 
menced to talk about and advocate that plan 
corresponded With that necessary to get the 
word from New York after the president ar 
rived there, indicating that the move was 
started by the president himself. 

It is possible that no such idea has entered 
the president’s head, and that the move was 
not started by him. There is no direct evi- 
dence obtainable that he did start it. Cir- 
cumstantial developments indicate that he 
did give the cue for the boys to workon. It 
may not be the correct belief, but somehow 
the politicians on the republican side in the 
state capital believe that President Arthur's 
visit to New York a few weeks since was for 
the special purpose of starting the ball for his 
nomination; that his visit during the last 
week was to indicate how the four delegates 
at large from this state might be properly se- 
lected at the meeting of the state convention 
this year and well known Arthur men named 
as such delegates. The coincidence with the 
commencement of the talk of President 
Arthur being a candidate and about the plan 
of selecting the four delegates-at-large this 
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year with his appearance the last two times | 
in New York leads irresistibly to the con- | 


clusion that they embrace, in part at least, 
the purposes of his mission. If he did not 
start the move for the election of the four de!- 
egates-at-large this year who did it while 
the president was in New York. The

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CONFEDERATE BONDS. 


The Scheme to Eaferce Thelr Payment Regarded as 
Visievary and Illusory. 

New York, August 2.—The English scheme 
to compel the southern states to redeem the 
confederate debt is a subject of seme com- 
ment here. In an interview Governor butler 
declares the scheme to be wholly illusory. 
Regarding the threat of the bondholders to 
control the money of the world so as to boy 
cott the southern states by refusing to lend 
them any money until the bonds are paid, he 
said: In my judgment nothing could ve bet- 
ter fora state than to be prevented from bor- 
rowing monev. Theinhibition placed upon 
the state of Mississippi, because it repudiated 
the bonds issued by thé Planters’ bank many 
years ago, was the most fortunate 
that ever happened the state, because 
it came out of the war substantially out 
of debt. Besides, the southern: states have 


honest, well established obligations, quite as | 


much as they are competent to pay from the 
taxation of their citizens or that any of them 
will be able to pay so long as the great sources 
of revenue, whisky and tobacco, are taxed 
by the United States government up to the 
collection point. Again, borrowing money 
isa matter of business, and if any southern 
state could be so far deluded as to assume 
these confedetate obligations it would bea 
good reason in the mind of any banker for 
refusing them credit; so that the very as- 
sumption of these debts would be the most 
effectual boycott against borrowing any more 
money that cuuld be invented. ‘Phe south- 
ern States are now commencing and going on 
in a career of prosperity that will soon 
put them beyond the need of borrowing 
money of anybody, and the threat of not 
landing them money by the capitalists of 
Europe will be as the idle wind. There is 
another difficulty that stands in the way. 
The United States have large amounts in its 
treasury of confederate money that is abso- 
lutely due, obligations payable on demand, 
and our government will probably see to it 
that those obligations which are due are paid, 
if any are to be paid, before these bonds are 
paid, which will not come due, as I have 
stated, until a treaty of peace is made be- 
tween the confederate states and the United 
States, which will fail to be done for this gen- 
eration and another at least.” 

Judge Jerry Black says: I do not believe 
thatany such scheme exists. The English 
people, and especially a syndicate of Inglish 
money dealers, are entitled to some credit for 
common sense. They must know that the 
political corporation which made those bonds 
iS extinct. Tne states which composed the 
confederacy are now parts of the federal gov- 
ernment under a constitution which specialiy 
prohibits the payment,by them of these very 
debts. Whoaure the parties from whom this 
syndicate expects to collect the money, or 
with whom they propose to compromise the 
claim? Nobody was ever bound in honor or 
in law to pay them, except in a contingency 
which has not occurred, and never will occur, 
Upon what individual citizen of the south 
will they make the claim? Who, among all 
the southern men, would be intimidated by 
a threat of the London capitalists of not lend- 
ing money to the railroad campanies? This 
whole enterprise, as described, is so absurd 
that I do not believe in its existence. 

Judge Lochrane, of Georgia, at present in 
this city, says: ‘‘The threat that the bonds 
issued by the confederacy shall be now paid 
by the southern states, or eise English capital 
will be withheld from southern enterprises 
and thus stop the progress of southern pros- 
perity until the full valueof these bits of 
paper, hardly worth apenny a bushel, shall 
be made good, is ridiculous in itsgpresump- 
tion. The assumption that the south, with 
her present credit and property, is dependent 
upon English capital to develop her resources 
isan effort of English arrogance excusable 
only for itsignorance. Butif the south had 
to pay the confederate war-debt, in whole or 
in part, to obtain English capital for its enter- 
prises, then—to be as emphatic as possible—l 
would say, as my opinion, that we can tell 
these gentlemen they may go to the devil 
with their money, their threats and their at- 
tempted blackmail.,’’ 

Senator Morgan, 
says: ‘The southern people have 
ceased to have, if they ever had, 
the slightest interest in this question of the 
payment of confederate bonds. This attempt 
to arouse the former jealousies of the people 
of this country will have a coid reception in 
the south. This attempt more resembles a 
fraud than anythiny that is based on a claim 
that has color of honesty init. I think ita 
very unworiby thing in these men to attempt 
to make it appear that southern property and 
southern men have lost, or will lose, credit in 
foreign countries, because they have not as- 
sumed to pay debts which the government of 
the United States declared to be unlawfui. I 
ami not aware that the confederate govern- 
ment ever negotiated a dollar of bonds in any 
foreign country. On the contrary, it has 
been alleged, and I suppose there is some 
truth in it, that there was at the time of the 
surrender a balance to the credit of the con- 
federate government in England. 
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ACCIDENTL’ AND DISASTER. 


A Train Derafied—An_ Ineflictent Operator's Work— 
Khe Kiiked. . 


Boston, August 2.—Another bad railroad 
accident occurred yesterday in Vermont on 
the southeastern railroad from here to Mon- 
treal. The road was derailed three miles 
from north ‘kroy, Vermont. A whole train 
was wrecked, two parlor cars, one baggage 
and one passenger and a new engine were a 
complete wreck. One lady from Derby was 
fatally injured and some fourteen others were 
seriously hurt. The telegraph operator John- 
son, who is responsible for the  acci- 
dent on the Troy and_ Greenfield 
railroad yesteraay, is seventeen 
years of age. He had been on duty all night 
and at nine o’clock in the morning had not 
been relieved owing to. tardiness of A. C. 
Hoag, the station master, Johnson had orders 
to tlag these trains, and have them pass at 
Petersburg junction, and forgot todoit. He 
set Up an instrument on the ground near the 
scene of the accident and sent and received 
messages. The loss of rolling stock and mer- 
chandise will reach $75,000. The wrecked 
cars and engines were totally burned and the 
bodies of six men killed were consumed, 
nothing remaining but bones.

ent ship channel, and across the deep pocket 
east of that channel, und in enlarging the 
foundation course of work where it crosses 
the main ship channel, by placing an addi- 
tional apron of mattrasses to the south of and 
adjvining it. The general survey of the outer 
harpor, including the bar and its exterior 
slope, was commenced as a foundation across 
the south jetty, was extended 2,657 feet, or 
about 24-100 miles, from the shore of Morris 
Isiand, measured along the axis of the jetty, 
and about one mile within the outer 18 fvot 
(curve of the _ bar. The  mattrasses 
of tue second course reached 
about sixteen inches thickness 
of stone, those of the additional! apron across 
the main ship channel, about 18 inches, A 
contract is about being made for putting 250 
cubic yards, more or less, of riprap stone upon 
the bare places of the secoud spur jetty, loca- 
ted about 3,100 feet east of Fort Moultrie. 
An extensive survey of the outer harbor and 
bar is in progress, the results of which are 
expected to show their present condition, and 
the changes caused by the works of improve- 
ment. ‘The examination of the jetties and 
sea bottom in this vacinity by divers had not 
been brought to a close woen the report was 
written. lt is proposed during the fiscal year 
to direct operations chiefly to raising the 
south jetty toa greater height at some iow 
places, and toextendinz its foundation course 
further seaward. A small portion of avail- 
able funds may gperhaps be used in con- 
structing some -protective works on the sea- 
ward shore of Morris island. A general sur- 
vey of the outer harbor and bar will be com- 
pleted. The engineer urges the necessity of a 
liberal appropriation tur carrying on this 
now, as it has now arrived at what he con- 
siders a critical stage. He thinks the real 
danger te the shipping interest of Charleston 
is liable to result from a suspension of oper- 
ations. 

He recommends a special appropriation of 
$890,000, to be made available during the next 
winter. The amount appropriated for im- 
provement to date is $1,045,000; expended, 
$945,532, available July Ist, 1883, $99,468; es- 
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work, $755,000. The amount that can be 
profitably expended next year is $755,000. 
SAVANNAH HARBOR, 

The improvement of the harbor at Savan- 
nah, Ga., during the past year are then re- 
ferred to. Tbe operations consisted in con- 
structing dams for contracting the waterway 
between the city and the central part of Kiba 
island; in closing the channel on either side 
of Barnwell island, and the dredging at 
various places in front of and 
below the city. A considerable amount of 
surveying was executed for the purpose of 
locating new works, and for ascertaining the 
recent changes of the river bed. The en- 
gineer reports the work as progressing satis- 
factorily. He proposes during the present 
year to expend the balance of tne appropria- 
tions from last year in building additional 
wing dams near the lower end of 
Elba island, in removing material, 
dreging where it may promise the best re- 
sults, in raising the dam at the cross tides 
to alhigher level, and in the necessary sur- 
veys and examinations. The act of 1882 ap- 
propriated $200,000 for this work, of which 
$61,016 remains unexpended on July Ist, 1883. 
It is estimated that $530,000 will be needed to 
complete the work, and the engineer thinks 
that sum can be protitably expended during 
next year. 

BETWEEN AUGUSTA AND SAVANNAH. 

The improvement of the Savannah river 
between the cities of Augusta and Savannah 
has for its object to secure a low water navi- 
gable depth of five feet, and the cos: is esti- 
mated at $91,000. No operations are contem- 
plated during the present fiscal year, congress 
having failed to provide funds tor continuing 
the work. Itis proposed to apply the small 
balance of last year’s appropriation to a re- 
moval of some of the most serious of the ex- 
isting obstructions with the Uni- 
ted States snag boat. The act 
of 1882 appropriated $25,000 for 
this work, of which $1,112 remained nnex- 
pended July Ist, 1883. It is estimated that 
$51,000 can be profitably expended next 
year, and that sum wiil complete the work. 
In the improvement of the Savannah river 
about the city of Augusta during the past 
year, Operations were directed to the deepen 
ing and widening of the old channel, by re- 
moving boulders and portions of rock ledges; 
to removing sand and building wing-dams at 
the ‘‘reach,’’ ten miles above Augusta, and 
cutting a new channel through the ledge 
about Stevens’ creek falls. The work done 
has resulted in obtaining an 
upper channel of twenty feet width, and two 
and one-half feet deep, at summer low water, 
from Augusta canal lock to Parksdale ferry. 
The act of 1832, appropriated $150,000 for this 
work, of which $2,396. remained available 
July‘1, 1883, It is estimated that $60,000 will 
be required to complete the work, and that 
that sum can be profitably expended during 
the next year. 

In the improvement of Wappoo cut, South 
Carolina, the act of 1882 appropriated $10,000, 
of which $3,295 remained unexpended July 
1, 1883. Dredging operations were carried on 
during the year under contract, and will be 
continued until the funds in hand are ex- 
hausted. 

In the improvement of Edisto river, South 
Carolina, $25,000 is asked for the coming year. 
THE RIVERS OF GEORGIA AND FLORIDA, 

For the improvement of St. Johns river, 
Fla., the plan of improvement consists in 
the construction of two low jetties. the es- 
timated cost $1,506,409 and it is thought $931- 
409 will be suthcient to complete the work. 
The act of ’82 appropriated $150,000, of which 
the sum of $74,402 remained available July 
lst, The engineer recommends that a 
special appropiation of $75,000 be made avail. 
able during the coming winter. He thinks 
$500,000 can be profitably expended in the 
work during the next year. In the improve- 
ment of the Cumberland sound, Georgia and 
Fiorida, work was suspended until an appro- 
priativn is made, 

It is estimated that $1,898,023 will complete 
the work, and that $500,000 can be profitably 
expended during the next year. In the im- 
provement of Altamaha river, Georgia, it is 
proposed to securea channel of eighty feet 
width, and three feet depth at the low river 
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timated as required for the completion of the | 


Stage, and the estimated cost is $60,000, Dar-

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CAREY’S ASSASSIN. 


Hise Preliminary Tria'—The Whole Story Doubted In 
New York. 

LOXDON, August 2.—The Daily News has 
thefollowing special dispatch, dated Cape 
Town, July $1: “O'Donnell was examined 
before a Port Elizibeth magistrate to-day on 
the charge of murdering James Carey, the 
informer. According to the evidence given 
Carey and O'Donnell had been drinking in 
the second-class cabin just befor@* the mur- 
der. When tke steamer was half way be- 
tween Table bay and Algoa bay? O'Donnell 
suddenly shot Carey in the neck with a re- 
volver. Carey staggered away, and 
©’ Donnell followed and shot him twice in 
the back. Carey died in twenty minutes, 
O'Donnell says he was a Californian digger. 
He had lost largely in a silver mine. He was 
unaware of Carey's identity until he saw it 
stated in a Cape paper who Power was. He 
then determined to kill him. O'Donnell was 
accompanied by a young woman whom he 
calls his neice. He is six feet high, has gray 
eyes and dark hair; is about forty-five years 
of age, and is paralyzed in one hand. The sup- 
posed infernal machine which he brought with 
him is merely an ordinary galvanic battery. 

Mrs. Carey deposed at the examination that 
after the murder she asked O'Donnell: ‘Did 
you shoot my husband?’ and he replied; 
‘*Yes, I was sent to do it.”’ 

Carey's identity was suspected by the stew- 
ardand another of the crew of the steamer 
Kinfauns Castle, who noted his likeness— 
although shaven—to portraits of the informer, 
and the number and name of his children. 

Carey’s demeanor on board the steamer was 
imprudent. He lived very freely. He pro- 
yoked a row at aCape Town hotel by his 
abuse of the English. 

THE WHOLE STORY DISCREDITED. 

New York, August 2,—Not since the assas 
sination of Lord Frederick Cavendish and 
Under Secretary {Burke has there been such 
excitement among Irish nationalists in this 
city and vicinity as has been caused by the 
report of the shooting of Carey. O Donovan 
Rossa was deluged with congratulatory tele- 
grams. Mr. Rossa still asserts that the man 
who is alleged to have been shot at Cape Town 
is not James Carey. He insists that the an- 
nouncement is a ruse on the part of the 
English government to throw the informer’s 
pursuers off the track. Captain P. J. Cole- 
maa, one of the men concerned in 
the plot to blow up the Mansion house, 
and for whom the British government has 
offered a heavy reward, was positive in his 
statements. ‘I do not believe,”’ said he,‘‘that 
it was the arch informer who was shot and 
killed. The English government would not 
spread the report of his death if such were 
e-mfact, for it would serve to terrorize other 
aformers. The British ministry would deny 
it. They denied the death of Pierre Nagie 
for twelve months. Nagle was the man who 
informed on Rossa, Luby and others.’’ 

All the cable dispatches stated that the 
O'Donnell who shot Carey was the James 
O'Donnell who was concerned in the Mansion 
house plot and in the rescue of the Australian 
prisoners. Mr. O'Donnell, who has been in 
this country for the past six months, was last 
night seen by a reporter. 

‘Of course,’r said O'Donnell, ‘I shot Carey 
at Cape Town the night before last, and then 
I was wafted through ethereal space and de- 
posited in New York. see that the cable 
dispatches state I am suspected as the O’ Don- 
neii who shot Carey. I don’t believe the 
ian shot is the informer.”’ 

Muatshias Brady, brother of Joe Brady, who 
was hanged for alleged participation in the 
Puce aix Park murders, was seen in Paterson, 
New Jersey. “If Carey is really killed, it isa 
good job,’ remarked Brady, ‘‘but I have advices 
from Dublin which lead me to believe that 
the informer was in the Irish capital several 
days after the steamer sailed for Cape Town 
on which Carey i. said to have been,”’ 

AN EXPERT'S EVIDENCE, 

J. A. McDonnell, who tracked Nagle, the 
infurmer, who was shot dead in London, was 
seen at Lake View, N.J., last evening. ‘‘The 
English government,’ he said, ‘“‘would not 
allow Carey to be shot in the -manner de- 
scribed. When Corydon, the man who gave 
away the plan to seize Chester Castle, was 
discharged from custody the government cir- 
culated a report that he had been killed 
and thrown into asewerin Waterford. At that 
Suime time Corydon was watching the railroad 
stationsand pointing out Ienians tothe police. 
This was discovered ard then Corydon boldly 
walked the streets of London with a revolver 
in each hand. No; I doubt Carey’s death. 
The man who arrived in Montreal is, I think, 
his brother, and the arch informer is yet in 
the British islands.’ 

James Boyle, one of the men implicated in 
the dynamite explosions and whv arrived in 
this city Monday from Ireland, asserts his be- 
lief that Carey isin London. ‘‘It is the best 
place in the world to hide in,”’ said Mr. Boyle.

NEGRO EDUCATION. 


SPEECH BY REV. ATTICUS G. HAY- 
GOOD, OF GEORGIA, 


Delivered at Monteagle—The Negro is Here to Stay 
Therefore He Should bs Educated-—The Duty 
of Christians to Raises Mankind to 
ths High«cst Plane of Perfection.

When a negro child is taught that 


learns when he is taught the same proposi- 
tion. The teacher uses the same faculties of 
mind in imparting the truth as to the sum of 
two and two; the two children use the same 
faculties in learning the truth; it means the 
same thing to them both. In farther teach- 
ing and learning, the methods may vary, but 
the variations will depend less on differ- 
ences in race than on_ peculiarities 
in the individual. This is true in 
teaching the children of any race. What is 
here advanced is so obviously true, that any 
human being trying to teach any other hu- 
man being that two and two are four would 
naturally use the same method, in conveying 
the trath of the statement, and would cer- 
tainly expect the same result when the truth 
yas once apprehended. 

All this has nothing to do with the ques- 
tion: Which child learns most readily? Or 
with another question: Which child can 
learn most? If [ were called on to answer 
these questions I would say, astothe first, the 
negro child of ordinary intelligence will ap- 
prehend that two and two are four just as 
readily as will the white child of ordinary 
intelligence. Except in the mind 
of a fool, there is no more in 
this statement to excite prejudice than if one 
should affirm that a negro boy ten years old 
weighs as muchas a white child ten years old, 
or that he can jump as far. As to the second 
question, I would answer in perfect frank- 
ness, I donot know how much either can 
learn, and that, therefore, 1 do not know 
which can learn most. If urged to answer 
the question, which race, as we find them to- 
day in this country, is capable of the higher 
mental training and culture? I would an- 
swer, this a very different question. For the 
capabilities of a race are the results not only 
of their original ethnic endowments but of 
their ethnic history for many generations. 
As applied to these two races the conditions 
of the problems of their education are not 
now equal, nor can they now 0be 
made equal; forthe white race has fully two 
thousand years the start. The ethnic develop 
ment of the Britons was higher before the 
time of Julius C:esar than was the etinnic devel- 
opment of the African tribes from which our 
negro fellow-citizens were taken some gener- 
ations ago. Nothing should less need proy- 
ing than the doctrine here set forth. Any 
stock-breeder can expound to you the force 
that is in the law of heredity. Ask the wise 
men who breed racehorses, or Jersey cows, or 
hunting dogs, or even canary birds. They 
attach great importance to pedigree and they 
cun tell you why. 

Ido not then propose to discuss the ques- 
tion of the relative capacity of the two races; 
my theme isa very different one. Besides, 1 
am not prepared to discuss that 
question; I do not know any man 
who is prepared to discuss it; 
neither race is suiticientlvy educated to furnish 
a guage of its possibilities. As tothe negro 
nobody knows even approximately what he 
can do; hisexperiment has just been begun. 
Until recently he had no chance; to-day he 
has small chance; till theGospel and common 
sense have conquered the prejudices of us of 
the white race he will not have the best 
conditions for showing what ie can do. 
Considering what small chance he has had and 
the short time in which he has been allowed 
to learn, his achieyements .seem to me to 
be most remarkable. But on this point ] 
know very well ibat, as usual, when feeling 
enters into judgments, those wh® know the 
least, from personal investigation, will make 
the most dogmatic assertions and the most 
vehement denials. 

The proposition that I am here to advocate 
is this, and this oniy: the negro in the United 
States ought to be educated.

first reason I offer is in the fact of his 


He ought to be educated because 
heisa man. Atthis pointl say nothing to 
those who deny the essential unity the 
human race; I speak to those who do believe 
in that essential unity. For one I believe in 
the essential unity of the race, andI believe 
in the brotherhood of the human race. I be- 
lieve, therefore, in all brotherly heip and 
service, Wherever and however I find any 
human being. For the very same reasons that 
I believe in sending the Gospel, and the 
Christian civilization that goes with it, to 
China, I believe in giving Christian educa- 
tion tothe negroes in America; and, lest by 
some possibility there should be some miisap- 
prehension as to the truth | hold, let me say, 
1 believe in giving the opportunities of Chris- 
tian education to the negroes for the same 
reasons that I believe in giving the opportu- 
nities of Christian education to the white 
people—that is, because they are alike hu man 
beings, and by natural, God-given right 
should have the best opportunity God’s prov- 
idence allows them for becoming all that 
they are capable of becoming. 

So long as I believe in Jesus Ubrist and his 
gospel I cannot stand upon any lower plat- 
form than this. I think I know what He 
would say on thissubject. Itis He who 
spoke of himself asthe ‘‘Son of Man’’—the 
brother of every man. Itis He who gave us 
tue parable of the good Samaritan and the 
sermon on the Mount; itis He who lived for 
all men and died for all men; it is He who 
will tell us how to discuss and to answer ques- 
tions that involve the rights and needs and 
destinies of human beings. People who have 
opinions they are afraid tocarry to Jesus 
Christ bad better change their opinions. 

At this point I offer all I care to say, at this 
time, as to the extent to which the negro’s 
education should be carried. He should have 
opportunity to learn all he can learn, because 
he has the right that God gave him when he 
made him, to become as much of a man and 
a3 truly a man as his nature allows. This 
right he has in viriue of his humanity; 
right cannot be divined. How much he can 
learn, of what development he is capable 
we of to-day do not know; our children will 
not know; for the elevation of a race implies 
the education of generations. But individu- 
alsof the negro race have done enoywgh in 
the matter of advanced education; hundreds 
of thousands of them have done enough in 
the matter of elementary education, to put to 
fight utterly the theories and arguments that 
a generation ago we of the white race, with 
few exceptions, accepted as the final orthodox 
philosopny on this subject. 

As a practical question I would say, every 
child in this country, white and black, should 
have from his parents or from tue govern- 
inent an equal chance for elementary educa- 
tion. I believe in what Americans mean by 
the “common school.’’ There should be 
schools enough to give tu every child the rud- 
iments of learning—if you please, the three 


ot 


and these schools should be geod 
enough to teach the rudiments thoroughly, 
Such schools there must be, if the children of 
the republic are to be educated: if they are to 
be efficient, if they are to reach the 
case, they mast be backed by the 
government. To accomplish _ this 
end wisely, justly, efliciently, there must be 
a fair and equitable distribution of the school 
funds, without distinction of race. I reioice 
that every state inthis union—with perhaps 
one exception—does now in principle at 
least use its school funds without distinction 
vf race, so that, in the opportunities of ele- 
mentary ecucation there may be justice to 
both races. 

What comes aitter this universal elementary 
education? The answer is simpleand to me 
obvious; whatever individual capacity, aided 
by the benevolence of good men and the wise 
enterprise of the church, makes possible. 
eGive them all, white and black, the keys of 
knowledge ani then let them unlock as many 
doors as they can. I pity the coward who is 
afraid to give a human being this chance. 
Little danger is there that any race. will rise 
too high, that any individual of any race will 
learn too much truth. There no danger 
more remote than the danger of over-educa- 
tion; there is no danger more imminent tban 
the danger of under education and false edu- 
cation. And there is no part of the civilized 
world that at this time has greater need to 
concern itself with the social and political 
and moral perils that lurk in wide-spread ig- 
norance that our own well-beloved and fair 
“sunny south”’ of the vear 1833. 

With not a few persons of good business 
faculty and shrewd wordly wisdom it often 
happens thatan argument on the plane of 
policy goes much further than an argument 
on the higher plane of truth and right. They 
are prone to forget that there is no wise pol- 
icy that is against right, and that while God 
reigns there cannot be. 

I will offer the argument on the lower 
_ The negro is here, and here to stay. 

le is a citizen armed with that thunderbolt 
of political power, the bailot. That it 
was given tohim unwisely and without con. 
ditions that would develop in him a wise 
consvience as to the use of it—that asa rule 
he is unfit to be a voter—all this 1 understand 
fairly well. Butthis is not the subject to 
discuss at this time. He isa citizen—he is a 
voter. In some states he is in the majority; 
in every southern state he is a tremendous 
power—a power whether be uses itor de- 
signing white men useit. It is about time 
to consider facts. Hiscitizenship is a fact 
and his presence here is a fact. There 
are now at least seven millions of 
negroes in this country; nearly all of them 
are in the southern states. They increase 
rapidly and steadily—fas‘ter than the white 
race increases. Some writers have attempted 
with small success to impeach the United 
States census tables. This much: may be said 
on this point —-these census tables are the 
highest authority we have on the subject. 
Wihat do they show? Thoughtful men will 
consider the answer to the question. The in- 
crease in the total population of the United 
States from 1870 to 1880 was 30 per cent; the 
increase of the white population, aided large- 
ly by foreign immigration, was 28.32 per cent; 
the increase of the negro population, unaided 
by foreign immigration, w as 34.78 per cent. 

Some writers of name and position have 
endeavored to break the force of these start- 
ing figures by calling in question the accura- 
cy of the census tabies and by seeking, in 
comparisons of longer periods, as from 1860 
to 1880, to prove asmalier percentage of in- 
crease. If they want the best test for com- 
parison let them try ten decades instead 
of two sets of two. One hundred years ago 
there were in this country seven hundred 
thousand negroes; now there are seven mil]- 
ions. That is they have multiplied ten times 
inacentury. How many will there be in 
1993? 

A man who does not know that voters ozght 
to be able to read and write does not know 
enough to be argued with. The illiterate 
vote of our southern states is simply appall- 
ing, and this illiterate vote is increasing. 
From 1870 to 1880 there was an increase of 
illiterate voters in the southern statesof neegr- 
ly two hundred thousand. Figures may 
not be interesting toa mixed audience, but 
they are sometimes instructive. 1 will 
give you a few on the illit- 
erate vote of our section of the union. 
In Georgia the illiterate white vote in 1870 
was 21,899; in 1880, 28.571. The negro illit- 
erate vote in 1870 was 100,551; in 1880, 116,517, 
The white illiterate vote in Kentucky in 1870 
was 43,826; in 1880, 54,966. The negro illiter- 
ate vote was in 1870, 37,849; in 1880, 43,177. 
In Tennessee, the white illiterate vote was in 
1870, 37,713; in 1880, 46.948. The negro illit- 
erate vote was in 1870,. 55.038; in 1880, 58,601. 
In Texas in 1870 the white illiterate vote was 
17,505; Im 1880, 33.085. The negro illiterate 
vote in 1870 was 47,235; in 1880, 59,609. 

Let those philosophers who think that edu- 
eation “spoils the poor for laborers,’’ take 
heart. The uneducated adults, among whites 
and blacks in the south increase in numbers. 
lf ignorance makes them better laborers, there 
has been great advance in our industrial re- 
sources since 1870, There were among us 
nearly 200,000 more grown men who could 
neither read nor write in 1880 than in 1870. 
Doubtless 1583 would show still further pro- 
gress—but progress downward. 

Surely it cannot be needful before this assem- 
bly to point out the perils to our institutions 
involved in this hugeand increasing illiter- 
ate vote. How are the votes of ignorant men 
determined? 1. In small part by the coun- 
sels of the wise and good citizens. I say in 
small part, forthe bad and designing dema- 
gogue bas more power over the ignorant vote 
than the good and unselfish patriot. 2. The 
votes of ignorant men are largely determined 
by prejudice. Outof prejudice proceed con- 
flicts and ail manner of social and political 
wrongs. 3. The votes of the ignorant are 
largely influenced by bribes, offered in one 
form or another. And this means fraud and 
corruption without end and bottomless. The 
worst thing about this huge illiterate vote, is 
not the incapacity of the voters to 
use their ballots wisely; the worst 
thing about it is this: ignor- 
ance fits them exactly to become the tools of 
corrupt men of superior intelligence. With 
an iliiterate vote large enough to hold the 
balance of power, elections are, for the most 
part, dictated by demagogues and manipula- 
ted by villians. It is left to intelligent, in. 
dustrious and honest citizens to settle the 
costs of corrupt government. 

[ am not unacquainted with the answer to 
all this as a plea for the education of the ne- 
gro. 

Book-learning, we are gravely informed, is 
not suflicient; the negro needs education in 
morais. ‘This is true, and true as to the ne- 
gro because it is true as to all other men. 
But will sensible men seriously urge the ne- 
gro’s need of education in morals as an objec- 
tion to hiseducationin books? Is book knowl- 
edge then in itself unfavorable to good mor- 
a's? Is ignorance the mother of de- 
vution and the nurse of religion? Then 
recall the fierce Arabs who put torch to the 
library of Alexandria and bid them burn 
down your colleges and schools; bid them 
destroy your books and “stop your busy press 
forever. Then stop all education—stop all 
thinking—vegetate and die. It is unmitiga- 
ted nonsense-—this miserable pretense of rea- 
soning that, siuce the negro does need better- 
ment in his morals, the schoolhouse is not 
good for him. A most significant fact may 
be mentioned at this point; the only white 
people in this country who are expending 
either much money or much service in the 
effort to improve the negro’s morals are 
also the people who are expending most

A SUGGRSTION 


Thatthe Honored Nameof Milledge be Added to the 
Hoard of University Trustees. 
Correspondence of the Chronicle. 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 1, 1883 —I desire to 
make a suggestion to the general assembly, 
whicb involves a matter of essential justice 
to adistinguished dead citizen of the state. 

There seems to be a disposition now, and 
a very proper one-it is, to place in thestate 
capitol the portraits of the illustrious men 
of the commonwealth, and especially of the 
yovernors who won fame. Among the pic- 
tures that grace the capitol now are paintypgs 
of George M. Troup, James Jackson, James 
Oglethorpe, Howell Cobb, Wm.#H. Crawford 
and John Clark. The portraitof Mr, B, H. 
Hill will be added this month. 

The other portraits in the capitol are of 
Lakayette, ‘Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin 
Franklin, Dr. Long and George Washington. 
[ know of no son of Georgia who more de- 
serves a place alike in the hearts of the peo 
ple and upon the walls of the capitol than 
Governor and United States Senator John 
Milledge. 

Governor Milledge had a most varied, dis- 
tinguished and useful career. His father 
came over with Oglethorpe and was,therefore, 
one of the founders of the colony. Governor 
Milledge was born in Savannah in 1757 and 
died a citizen of Augusta at his residence on 
the Sand Hills in 1818. ‘Thus two of our lead- 
ing cities have a distinct interest in this hon. 
orable citizen of Georgia, 

(Governor Milledge was a gallant soldier of 
the revolntion, performing heroic service. He 
was? member of Habersham’s party that 
made a prisoner of Governor Wright. This 
was the first act of revolt in the state. He 
was at. the seiges of Savannah and Augusta, 
and other important points. 

The civil course of Governor Milledge was 
as brilliant as his military career was brave, 
He was attorney general in 1780; a representa- 
tive in the state legislature; served nine terms 
in the national congress as a representative 
from Georgia; he was governor of Georgia 
from 1802 to 1804; he was United Staies sena- 
tor frém 1806 to 1809; he was a commissioner 
of Georgia with James Jackson and Abraham 
Baldwin for ceding to the United States the 
vast territory from which the states of Ala- 
bamaand Mississippi were made; he was one 
of the men who denounced and killed the 
great infamous Yazoo fraud. 

But Governor Miiledge’s most vital claim to 
the lasting and grateful remembrance of the 
people of Georgia liesin the honorable fact 
that he was the originator of the ideaof a 
state university at Athens, and the leading 
founder of this noble institution. Thomas 
Jefferson preferred to be remembered as the 
founder of the University of Virginia. Goy- 
ernor Milledge visited and conferred with Mr. 
Jetferson on‘the subject of these valuable uni 
versities. Governor Milledge generously pur” 
chased atract of land at a cost of about $4,000 
and made ita donation to the college. On 
this land Athens is principally built. 

This was a noble benefaction. President 
Meigs, writing to Mr. Miiledge, May 11, 1808: 

‘Your institution has taken a strong root 
and will flourish, and I feel some degree of 
pride reflecting that a century hence, when 
this nasent village shall embosom a thousand 
of the Georgia youths, pursuing the paths of 
science, if will now and then be said that you 
gave this land, and I was on the forlorn 
hope.”’ 

To this eminent and patriotic citizen was 
yaid the high compliment of naming after 
him the capital of the state, Milledgeville. 

[ have certainly shown a private and pub- 
lic record of such illustrious distinction as to 
warrant the general assembly in turnishing 
to the youths of .the state the forms and fea- 
tures af the citizen whothus served bis com- 
mornwealth, 

One further suggestion. There are several 
vacancies in the beard of trustees of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, founded by Governor 
Milledge. Watld it not be a graceful act to 
select the. grandsén of Governor Milledge, 
Captain John Miljedge, asa trustee? He has 
special tact am ergy as an organizer, and 
would take’ pridé in devoting his abilities and 
zeal to the advancement of the great institu- 
tion his grandtather founded. 4 RicuMonp.

SUPREME COURT. 

A Tak With Co one aes on His Bi 
Number of Judges. 

A CoNsTITUTION reporter, meeting Colonel 
Hoge yesterday, asked bim about the bill he 
introduced in the houseto create two more 
jucges on the supreme bench. Said he: 

‘| introduced it because it is necessary<that 
we have more, among which the labor ‘may 
be divided. There is not enough authority in 
the decisions of the supreme court, as 
it now is, except the mere decision, from the 
fact that the three judges which we now have 
are compelled by the enormous amount of 
work given them to alternate in the Cecisions 
given in all cases before them. ‘That is, an 
important case comes up _ before the court 
and is followed immediately by others; one 
justice takes one case and =the 
other two each take a 
following case. They are hurried from the 
rush of work, and hasty decisions gained 
from mere facts, without opportunities for 
studying or investigating, are given. They 
do not bear that authority or weight of the 

supreme court decisions of other states. Our 
justices are worked from morning till night, 
day in and day out, being 
engaged in the most tedious and continued 
mental labor, greatly to the injury of their 
health.
